New Brockton Budget Set At $164,500 


The budget for the city of New 
Brockton for the 1986 fiscal year has 
inched upward toward the $200,000 
mark, according to figures adopted 
by the New Brockton City Council at 
its meeting on Monday night, 
September 16. 


The actual budget is in the 
amount of $184,500, an increase of 
$6,000 from last year’s budget of 
$178,500. 

The budget showed a projected 
income of $186,450, with the largest 
amounts of income coming from 


Sales and Use Tax- $46,000, Garbage 
$25,000, Revenue 
Tax-$17,500,

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George McMillan To Seek #=PT0 Tomes: 


Governor Post 


Former Lt. Goy. George 
McMillan came out of a three-year 
hibernation on Wednesday, 
September 11 and he came out 
running! 

First he announced his intentions 
to run for governor, then he cited 
Alabama's faltering educational 
system as evidence of state leader- 
ship he said lacked the courage and 
insight to move Alabama ahead. 

Speaking at Minor High School in 


Jefferson County, McMillan 
proposed broad changes in 
education, beginning with a 
mandatory test of teachers’ basic 
skills. Teachers who are proved 
incompetent, he said, Ik be 
replaced. 


But he said teachers who initially 
fail the test would have four 
opportunities within two years to 
retake and pass the test. And he said 
the state would provide a remedial 
program to help those teachers. 

‘*Make no mistake, however,"’ he 
said, ‘‘We intend to remove incom- 
petent teachers from our schools. 

“It is more apparent than ever 
that only through an education 
system that emphasizes excellence 
can our state achieve the economic 
growth and jobs we need."’ 

Two corporations in recent 
months chose to build large 
industrial plants in Tennessee rather 
than in Alabama. They did so, 
McMillan said, largely because they 
were impressed with the energy and 
intelligence of Tennessee Gov. 
Lamar Alexander and because of his 
education reform package. 

He said state business leaders 
have told him Alabama is not sharing 
in the prosperity of the ‘‘sunbelt 
era’’ because of a continuing image 
problem and because its work force 
is ill-equipped to compete for today’s 
high-tech jobs. 

And he said that parents have 
told him the declining quality of 
Alabama public schools is damaging 
their children's future. He said 
educators have told him they are 
frustrated because steps have not 
been taken to ensure that state 
schools, teachers and students are 
the best they can be 

‘We must shatter the status qufo 
in mediocre education,’’ McMillan 

said. ‘‘Through a partnership of 
those Alabamians who are willing to 
solve our problems, we will reach our 
goal 

‘Teacher testing represents a 
logical first step. Together, we can 
work to make Alabama's public 
education system the envy of the 
nation. 

‘Some people will say Alabama 
can't do that. | say we can. That's 
why I’m running for governor--be- 
cause | don't think Alabama should 
settle for anything less than the 
best.” 

Earlier in his remarks, McMillan 
explained why he has maintained so 
low a profile for the past three years. 
He narrowly missed winning the 
Democratic run-off election for 
governor in 1982, but has since 
avoided the limelight. 

“I've kept quiet because | think 
people don't appreciate bickering 
between politicians, or criticism for 
criticism’s sake,’’ he said

Teague Announces

New leadership that uses the 
rules of the Senate to protect the 
rights of all parties was Teague’s 
promise. He said fairness and 
even-handed application of the rules 
will solve many of the problems in 
the legislature. 

“T have seen the best of our 
government in action and I have seen 
the worst. I know that when we 
allow the rules of the Senate to 
govern the Senate, our government 
is at its best,"’ Teague said. 

He said he feels the lieutenant 
governor's office is where he can 
best serve the people. ‘'I want to be 
your lieutentant governor for eight 
years,’ Teague said. ‘'This office is 
too important to be a stepping stone, 
for some other office or the con- 
solation prize for the governor's 
office * ;

ALCOHOL - SOCIAL PROBLEM 
OR SIN? 
[Continued from last week] 


fl. SCRIPTURAL PRINCIPALS 
TEACH AGAINST DRINKING 
ALCOHOL 


Some may argue that the pro- 
scriptions on drinking were confined 
to specific situations and that total 
abstinence is not commonly taught in 
the Scriptures. This may be so, but a 
higher law is taught in the 
Scriptures 

lo illustrate: When a traffic light 
turns green it means we can go; but 
if there is a traffic officer standing in 
the middle of the intersection with 
his hand raised against us, we had 
better stop When his hand is 
raised, a higher law than the green 
light is in effect. 

Now Paul points to this higher 
law in the matter of eating and 
drinking. He says many things are 
lawful, but they may not be 
expedient. (1 Cor. 6:12). If alcohol 
has harmful effects, a Christian 
should have nothing to do with it. 

A. It Destroys the Body 

1. Symptoms described. ‘‘Who 
has woe? Who has sorrow? Who has 
strife? Who has complaints? Who 
has needless bruises? Who has 
bloodshot eyes? Those who linger 
over wine, who go to sample bowls of 
mixed wine.’ (Proverbs 23:29,30). 
Has anyone said it better? 

2. Disability caused. “You will be 
like one sleeping on the high seas, 
lying on top of the rigging.” 
(Proverbs 23:24). There is disability 
and disorientation, loss of balance, 
nausea, There is a sickness from 
intoxication that is like seasickness, 
and | doubt any sickness is worse 
than that 

3. The temple of God desecrated. 
Your body is the temple of the Holy 
Spirit.’ (1 Cor. 6:19). Our bodies are 
not ours to treat as we please. We 
are to honor God with our bodies and 
not dishonor Him by destroying 
them with aleohol 


It is a mocker. (Proverbs 20:1) 


B. ki vecelves the Mind 
1, 
2. It causes “Your 


confusion, 


eyes will see strange sights and your 
mind imagine confusing things.”’ 
(Proyerbs 23:33). If you have ever 
sat by persons suffering through 
DT’s, you will never question 
whether they see strange things. 
They see snakes climbing the wall 
and bugs crawling on their bodies. 

3. It brings a euphoria. *‘They hit 
me,”’ you will sav, ‘but I'm not hurt! 
They beat me, but I don't feel it!’’ 
(Proverbs 23:35). There is a false 
sense of well-being. Drunkards feel 
like taking on the town bully, and 
they usually get hurt; but they don’t 
know how badly they are hurt until 
they sober up. 

4, It becomes an addiction. 
“When will I wake up so I can find 
another drink?’’ (Proverbs 23:35). 
The craving is so strong, most 
addicts never recover. 

C. It Dulls the Conscience 

1. It leads to debauchery, ‘‘Do 
not get drunk on wine, which leads to 
debauchery’’, (Ephesians 5:18), The 
Original meaning of debauchery 
is corruption of fidelity; seduction 
from virtue, duty or allegiance. 
Alcohol seduces the drinker into 
doing what he never would do in a 
sober state - and it does not take 
more than one or two drinks. 

2. It clouds the outlook. Jesus 
told us to watch for His return. He 
warned that it will come 
unexpectedly, like a trap to those 
who are preoccupied with dissi- 
pation, drunkenness, and _ the 
anxieties of life. (Luke 21:34). 

3. Itis an act of the sinful nature. 
Paul wrote: ''The acts of the sinful 
nature are obvious.’’ (Galatians 
5:19), There is no need to debate 
whether they are right or wrong, 
Those who indulge in ‘‘drunkenness, 


orgies, and the like . will not 
inherit the Kingdom of God."’ 
(Galatians 5:21),

Bag Limits Listed In State 


Federally approved seasons and 
bag limits for dove, teal and 
migratory birds other than ducks and 
geese have been announced by 
Game and Fish Director Charles D, 
Kelley of the Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources 

Kelley said the zones and 
seasons for doves were established 
in accordance with federal regula- 
tions and the Conservation Advisory 
Board's recommendations. He 
expressed satisfaction that the daily 
bag limit will again be 15 per day, 15 
in possession 

The state has once again been 
divided into the north and south 
dove hunting zones. Kelley alerts 
hunters to exercise caution on 
shooting zones this year as the 
shooting hours change after opening 
day in the north zone, and the north 
zone is the only one with a split 
season 


DOVE - 15 a day - 15 in possession 
South Zone: Baldwin, Coffee, 
Covington, Dale, Escambia, Geneva, 
Henry, Houston, Mobile 
October 5 - December 3 
Shooting Hours: 12 o'clock noon 
until sunset

October 26; December 14 - 30 

Shooting Hours: 12 o'clock noon 
until sunset - - September 14

season

Ralls (clapper, king, sora and 
Virginia) and Gallinules: Noy. 12 
through Jan, 20, 1986, 1S a day, 15in 
possession; Woodcock - Noy. 28 
through Jan, 31, 1986, five a day, 10 
in possession 

Teal season will be Sept. 14 
through 22, sunrise to sunset, except 
n the Mobile Delta north of, the 
causeway and south of the L&N 


Railroad where the shooting hours 
will be sunrise until 12 noon. Bag 
limit on teal is four a day, eight in 
possession, 

Game and Fish Division 
enforcement officials caution that 
teal hunters are required to have 
federal and state duck stamps in 
addition to a valid hunting license, 
and if hunting on a_ wildlife 
management area, the necessary 
area permit, Teal hunters are also 
cautioned to be certain of the identity 
of their targets before firing, as only 
teal may be taken during this period 

Hunters are reminded _ that 
federal regulations, as well as state 
regulations, will apply to the taking, 
possession, shipping, transporting 
and storing of these migratory game 
birds. Long bows and shotguns of 10 
gauge or smaller, plugged so the 
total capacity allows no more than 
three shells, and the use of standard 
No, 2 shot or smaller, are the only 
legal arms 

Hunters are further reminded 
that all land and privately-owned 
waters, including flooded surface 
waters, in Alabama are posted by 
law Hunting is by landowner's 
written permission only 

Hunters are urged to exercise 
good hunter ethics and safety.

The mark of a good football team 
is its ability to come back, and the 
New Brockton Gamecocks proved 
that quickly last Friday night in a 
20-3 road victory over highly-ranked 
2A foe, Goshen. 

After dominating the first quarter 
the Gamecocks found themselves 
down 3-0 with very little time left in 
the first half as the Eagles had 
kicked a 36-yard field goal to take the 
lead.

Patterson aroused the Game- 
cocks as he returned the ensuing 
kickoff from his own six to the 
Goshen 44. Myron Williams circled 
left end for 20 yards. Quarterback 
Jon Paul Sawyer hooked up with 
Patterson on a 13-yard pass to the 
11, and with :42 left in the half, 
Sawyer hit end Mike McWaters at 
the three, and McWaters got hit 
there, spun and dived into the 
endzone for a 6-3 New Brockton lead. 
The p.a.t. kick failed, but the 
fired-up Gamecocks enjoyed a 6-3 
halftime lead.

Jury Rules For City In *1 Million 
Lawsuit Filed By Elba Businessman 


A federal jury deliberated only 90 
minutes Monday before returning a 
verdict in fayor of the City of Elba 
and three co-defendants in a $1 
million civil suit filed by an Elba 
businessman who claimed an Elba 
policeman used excessive force when 
irresting him on August 17, 1984. 

The suit, filed by John Frank 
Phillips Sr., owner of Customized 
Cleaners, was heard in federal court 
in Dothan, by United States District 
Judge Myron Thompson. 

Phillips, who used crutches to 
walk to the witness stand, stated 
Elba policeman Jim Snyder entered 
his business on August 17, 1984, and 
making insulting racial 

Phillips said he gave 


started 
remarks 


Snyder his gun when asked to do so, 
but said Snyder then hit him with 
something and got on top of him and 
hit him in the back 


Phillips added that the policeman 
had his gun cocked and aimed at his 
head, and he told Snyder he was hurt 
and couldn't get up. He stated that 
Snyder intentionally beat him up. 

Snyder took the stand and had a 
different recollection of the incident 

He stated he went to investigate 
a complaint by a truck driver for the 
Pea River Timber Company, which is 
located next door to Phillips’ 
cleaning business. The driver 
reported he parked his truck at the 
timber company office to go inside 
and when he came out a man from 
Customized Cleaners waved.a pistol 
at him, 

Upon entering the business, 
Snyder said two elderly black men 
started speaking at him very loudly 
and when he asked about the pistol 
both men said they had a gun, After 
one man left, Snyder said he asked 


Phillips to show him the gun, but 
Phillips refused 

Snyder stated Phillips pulled the 
pistol out of his pants pocket for an 


instant, but put it back, and the 
policeman said he didn’t know 
whether or not the gun was real 


After Phillips allegedly refused 
again to surrender the gun, Snyder 
said he attempted to handcuff the 
man, but said Phillips resisted 

The policeman Phillips 
apparently slipped and fell during 
the struggle and was injured 

Snyder said he pulled his pistol 
when he saw Phillips’ gun was out, 
and did so because he felt his own
